BOGUS DELICACIES. 


How Science Is Crowding Nature at the 


Banquet Table, 


Triumph in Pleasing the 


Palate.

The reported at last asked Dr. Leffman'S 


opinion on the Subject 
The chemist had never 


heard of artificial eggs, but said there was 
nothing impossible about the story. 
He 


thought the resources of chemistry could turn 
out a very fair imitation of a genuine egg. The 
shell might be made of paper pulp, with the 
addition of a little plaster of paris; the lining 
membrane of very fine tissue paper soaked in 
paraffine; the white of gelatine or glue reduced 
to the proper poi^stency, and the yelk of cocoa 
butter and cotton seed oil, which, if mixed in 
certain proportions, would form a globule 
which might be colored by any hinpless mat- 
ter, and would hang suspended in the gelatina 
The problem of getting the egg into the sheU, 
however, he left for the inventors to solve. 
; The genius of our fathers exhausted itself in 
"such vain and profitless frauds as carving 
wooden hama and nutmegs, sharpening shoe- 
pegs into oata, Banding sugar and imitating 
milk with water and chalk 
The chemis- 


try of the present goes away ahead of this; it 
is not satisfied with clumsy imitations, but 
makes clever substitutions, and a very attrac- 
tive table might be spread with appetizing vi- 
ands that would not contain a trace of the arti- 
cles they represented. Give a chemist glu- 
close, gelatine, plaster of pans, a few vegetable 
oils and hia choice flf essential ethers, and he 
will imitate almost anything so as to deceive 
eight, taste and smell 
The glucose, as is well 


known, is an imitation of sugar made from 
c<5rn starch, andl is quite as harmless, though 
not as sweet as dane bugar 
The gelatine can 


be made out of 4ld boots, leather scraps pair- 
lugs of hoofs and fragments of homs, or al- 
most any other ttnimil substanoi The ve«e- 
table oils are wholesome enough, aud thoothers 
are n-jed in very small proportion. 


Mxlk is rarely imitate*out and out, though it 


ia sometime"! t iickened with calve's brains 
and occasionally thinned with water; but ice- 
cream is a favointrf subject of the imitator's 
genhis 
The basis of a great deal of the 


cheaper kind is dither gelatine or olive butter, 
nhieh is thickened with corn-starch, sweetened 
with glucose, and flavored with the appro- 
priate etheis. 


Gum-drops, tie favorite confectionary of 
Terv young adie i, are properly naade of gum- 
arabic and sugar, but nine-tenths of those sold 
are made of gela me and glucose, and some, it 
ia to be f ear* d, oi actual glue. Imitation licor- 
ice is made c f glue, mixed with certain cheap 
gums, colored with lamp-black and flavored 
with the eve --haijidy ethers. 


The homeljy bu t toothsome cane syrup of our 


childhood, is now almost extinct. It has been 
duven fiom the market by glucose syrup, 
which is alsoi the basis of artificial maple syrup 
and imitation hoiiey, the cells of the lattei be- 
ing. ma.de of paraffiue. 
Whether cane syrup or 


glucose, however, it does equally well for mak- 
ing artificial coffee, which is composed of corn 
or other gram roasted in molasses and ground. 
"Extract of c-oToe" is a liquid obtained from 
this decoction, but as this deception has be- 
come prettj generally known, other devices 
have been adopted to beguile the public, and a 
patent was UKen out m England some time 
ago for making artificial coffee beans. 
The 


specification^ called for a mixture of genuine 
coffee aud chicory, gionnd up together and 
compressed by suitable machinery into the 
well known «jhape of coffoe in the gram. 


Tjhe fruit-tjutter man buys up old dried ap- 
ples, boils tl'jem to a pulp, and, witb hist little 
bottles of ether, proceeds to make of them all 
borts of frmt-bntters— apple, peach, pear, 
plum, qumoe, grajw, or whatever is desired 
corner forth fiom his kettle as readily as the 
lequired wine tomes foith from the conjurer's 
magic bottle. 
Does Irs want preserves of 


small fruits' They come forth at his call, 
fully imitated, even to the seeds, which ars 
imported fiom England—a little, hard, black 
seed, grown, it is said, expiessly for this pur- 
pose 
Foi jellies nothing more is needed than 


gelatine, some simple coloimg matter and a 
little ethf>r of the proper flavor, and it is 
charged that tht! ahiBwd mikers will slip an 
occasional seed m*o the- lelhes to remove all 
suspicion that they might have been made 
from old boots instead of ripe and luscious 
berries.

COMPETITIVE EXAMINATIONS. 


Popular Methods are not a True Test 


of Brain- Power.

The present is an age of competitive examin- 


ations, yet these afford but an imperfect test 
of brain-power; for, after a tune, combetitive 
examinations become less and less efficient as 
true tests of intelligence, and sink into a sort 
of official routine. As examples, we will take 
the following cases: Brown ia the soiTof an 
Indian Officer, who died when hia boy was 10 
years old, and left hia widow badly off. • Young 
Brown is intended for the Eoyal itilitary 
academy, Woolwich; but his mother's means 
do not enable her to aend him to a fin t-clasa 
"crammer's," ao he has to sit beneath th ) aver- 
age schoolmaster. 
He works hard and [thinka 


a great deal and gains a fair knowledge of the 
subjects he ia required to learn. He goos up 
to the competitive examination at Woolwich, 
and finds each question ao complicated that he 
is utterly puzzled- and, -when the results of 
the examination are made known, Brown is 
nearly last on the list 


On the other hand, Smith is the son of a 


wealthy tradesman who wishes his son to enter 
as a calet at Woolwich. Young Smith in sent 
early m life to a successful "crammer's" to be 
fattened ™iih knowledge as turkeys are cram- 
med for Christmas. The crammer does not 
confine his attention to teaching his pupiU; but 
he watches the examination papers fiet at 
Woolwich, and he finds that the exanlmera 
Iiave e'ach a peculiar '-fad," and set thairhuea- 
tions in a sort of rotation. He looks carJfully 
over these, and he foims a kind of estimate of 
the questions which aie likely to bo aet at any 
particular examination. He therefoie tkins 
Lis pupils for these questions, and is iften 
so successful in his predictions that at least 
half the questions have, been worked ott by 
Ihuse pupils a week before the examina ion: 
and this result is obtained without any 
col usion between the 
crammer and the 


examiner. On one occasion, that we know 
of, seven questions out of 
a paper of 


thirteen were predicted as "due;" and the pu- 
pila consequently of this crammer were most 
successful .at this "competitive." Young Si mth

A Fearful Calamity. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—An outbreak of 


fire under the stairs on the second floor of 
the school house attached to the German 
Catholic church of the most Holy Re- 
deemer, Fourth street, between avenue A 
and First avenue, at a quarter past threp 
this afternoon, was the cause of a terri- 
ble calamity. 
No less than fifteen 


children lost their lives. Over 700 schol- 
ars, mostly children of tbe poorer classes, 
ranging from 6 to 11 years of age, were 
attending school, and were m the class 
rooms when tae alarm of fire was raised. 
A fearfnl panic soon followed. 
The 


removal of the children to the fourth 
floor began 
quietly enough, and was 


progressing rapidly, when a sister of 
charily in charge of a class of girls, 
lainud. This immediately alarmed the 
class, who became panic-stiick^u, and a 
rush was made for the hallway. On the 
stairs, already crowded, a deadly crash 
took place. 
The railing of the stairs 


broke, and the mass- of struggling chil- 
dren weie precipitated to the floor below, 
falling in a packed mass, one upon 
another, from four to five deep. 
The 


police and firemen already summoned, 
arrived, but their work of rescue was 
much hampered by the frighten -d chil- 
dren continuing to fall or leap from the 
stairway, those in fron1 being crowded 
over tne broken balustrade by the children 
behind, who were still struggling to reach 
the exit. .Six children wer- 
3 


TAKEN ODT DEAD 


from the bottom, and nine more died 
immediately/after the rescue, making 
a total of fifteen. A large number of 
others who weie^conveyed to neighboring 
tenements, are repor|ed dying. 
The 


excitement when the news spread, was 
fearful, and^ a gieat throng of people 
blocked the streets surrounding the 
school. Many children lost during tbe 
excitemeut are reported missing. The 
following is a list of dead, as far as the 
police returns now show: Minnie Ust >r 
9 years ^Mary Harberuscht, 7; Mary Ann 
H..pp, 8; Minnie Truhe. 10; Josephine 
Marr, 7; Maiy Brecht. 8; Lena Becker,9- 
Lizzie Mapelick, 6; Theiesa Katzner 11-' 
Baroara Pregenzer, 9; Louisa Florence, 
9; she was takeu out alive, and died.

St. Francis' hospital is a girl about 9, 
unidentified. 
Sister Apromia, who had 


charge of the fifth class of girls, said: 
"I was in charge of my cla^s when the 
fire first broke out in the hallway adjoin 
ing my room. I heard a commotion 
outside and great confusion, and a hubbub 
of voices. At once I turned toward the 
room door, and then tor the fir»t time dis 
covered smoke coming through the wain- 
bcoung. 
I immediately went to the 


door, and as I opened it to learn the cause 
of all the excitement, the 


FLAMES RUSHED AT ME. 


I at once closed the dooi, and was about 
to warn the children to keep calm, when 
some man came bursting into the room 
Iu a moment the children ran at the 
bidding 
of 
the man, and 
I 


followed, 
seeing that 
all were es- 


caping. Many of them, Lowever, went to 
the stairs at the west side of the building 
and were injured by falling over lhe> 
stairs, when the boys had broken down 
the balustrade befoie them. There were 
about 100 girls in my class." 


The Sister in charge of the first divis- 


ion of the girls' department on the fourth 
floor, said: "I was not aware of what 
was going on uutil I loobed out und saw 
the^boys on my floor running over to the 
west side stall s and going wildly down. I 
heard the balustrade give away and there 
was about time to look lo mv charges 
when they all arose, and as if s'eized with 
one flight,dashed past me and recklessly 
ran down the stairs and hallways. I saw 
none of my girls injured, and they disap- 
peared 30 quickly from my sight I hoped 
they had all escaped in safety." 


The Sister appeared calm aud composed 


and seemed to have retained her self- 
possession during the trying .moments of 
the harrowing experience. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT 


says the fire from which the smoke 
spread through the building, bringing 
such terrible results to the innocent 
pupils, WHS of the most petty character. 
It started among a mass of sweepings in 
the closet beneath the stairs leading .from 
the second to the third floor, on the east 
side of the building. It had been smoul- 
dering for some time and had eaten its 
way through to the center ot the partition 
wall d-viding the hall from the class room 
in front, and crept up towards the thud 
floor ere it was discovered. At this mo- 
ment a visitor called at the school to see 
one of the pupils in the filth class, which 
is on the second floor, and the door of 
which opens almost opposite and within 
five feet of the closet in which the sweep- 
ings were burning.

There are two stairways about three and 
a half feet wide opening almost at the 
doors of the class rooms, but from places 
in tbe center of the building were ap- 
proached by a narrow darfc passageway. 
When the girls on th« second floor of the 
school rushed from their class rooms they 
had hardly reached the head of the stairs 
when the b >ys and girls from the upper 
stairs were upon them. All frantically 
fought to get down the narrow stairway, 
and the first were thrown headlong to the 
bottom. Then a cruah came from a hun- 


dred children trying to get down from the 
upper floors on tbe east side ot the build- 
ing. The_balustrade gave way, the balus- 
ters going with it, and fully fitly children 
were thrown to the" floor beneath. On 
these others fell until they were piled five 
feet high on top of each other. 


THE POLICEMEN'S STORIES. 


Officer Lambert happened to be in East 


Fourth street nearly opposite the school 
when the alarm was given. He said: "I 
ran into the buildins', and a terrible sight 
met my eyes. Packed into the narrow 
hallway on the first floor were from 500 to 
700 little girls. The poor things were 
screaming and struggling with all their 
might. By this time the other police and 
citizens had arrived and went to pulling 
the poor children out of the hallway. The 
criea from some of the children at the 
bottom of the pile s. ew tainter and 
fainter, and then ceased altogether." 


Detective Robinson said: "The fire 


broke out under the staircase on the sec- 
ond floor and was easily extinguished. I 
examined the place and it seems to me 
some matches must have been swept with 
the papers under the stairway and had 
been ignited by friction with the floor." 


Policeman Reid: "On the floor be- 


neath the staircase lay a snuggling mass 
of screaming children, i'hey were piled 
on top of each other. As quickly as pos- 
sible we pulled them put and passed them 
to the outside."

He had reached <ne meridisn of his 


year*. He stood upon the bigi plateau of 
die life, in that serene atmospnere when tempta- 
tion no longer assails/ wh«re the climorona 
passions no more distract, and where the condi- 
tions are m st favorable for noble and enduring 
achievements. 
His upward path lias been 


through stormy adversity and contention, snch 
as infrequently falls to the lot of men. Though 
not without the tendency to meditation, reverie, 
and introspection which accompanies genius, his 
temperament was palestuc. 
He was competi- 


tive and unpeacefnl. 
He was born a polemic 


and controversalist, intellectually pugnacious 
and combative, so that he was impel (d to de- 
fend any position that might De as«ai .ed, er to 
attack any position that might be in .reached, 
not because tbe defense or the assaul we 'et essen- 
tial, but because the positions were maintained 
and that th «e who held them became by that 
fact alone his adversaries. This tendency of his 
nature made bis orbit erratic. He was meteoric 
rather than planetary, and flashed with irregular 
splendor rather th<tn shone with steady and pen- 
etrating rays. His advocacy of any c:.use was 
fearless to the verge of temerity. 
He appeared 


to be indifferent to applause or cer sure for 
their own sake. 
He accepted iutrep dly any 


conclusion that he reached, without inquiring 
whether they were politic or expedient. 


To snch a spirit partisanship was unavoidable, 


but with Senator Hill it did not degenerate into 
bigotry. He was capable of broad generosity, 
and extended to h~8 opponents'he samel reserved 
candor which he demanded for himself. His 
oratory was impetuous and devoid of artifice. 
He was nod a posturer or phrasemonger. H« was 
too intense, too earnest, to employ the cheap and 
paltry decorations of discourse. He never re- 
connoitered a hostile position nor approached it 
by stealthy parallels. He could not lay siege 
to an enemy, nor beleaguer him, nor open 
trenches, acd sap and mine. His method was 
the charge ar d the onset. He was the Murat of 
senatorial debate^ Not many men of ms gener- 
ation have been better eqainpedfor parliament- 
ary w rfare than be, with his commanding pres- 
ence, his sinewy diction, his confidence, and im 
perturbab'e self-control. 


But in the maturity of h:s powers i and his 


fame, 
with unmeasured opportunities for 


achievement apparently before him, wi^h great 
debigna ntiac.complish<d, surrounded by the 
proud and affectiooste solicitude of a great con- 
stituency, the pa lid messenger with the in- 
vert'd torch bjck«ned hi n to depart!. There 
are few scenes in history more tragic than that 
protracted combat wath death 
No linan had 


greater inducements to live. Bat in rthe long 
struggle against the inexorable advances of an 
insidious and mortal malady, he did not falti r 
nor repine. He retreated With the aspect of a 
vic'or; and though he succumbed, he seemed to 
conquer. His sun went down at noon, but it 
sank a aid the prophetic splendors of an eternal 
dawn. 


With more than a hero's courage, with more 


than a martyr's fortitude, be waited the ap- 
proich of the inevitable hour and we: it to the 
undiscovered country.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.— Kelly, from the 


committee oa ways and means, moved to 
suspend the rule" and pass the bill to re- 
duce internal revenue taxation. 


Morrison demanded a second, and 


Springer raised the pointof order that the 
bill had not been before the committee 
on ways and means, and therefore that nT 
was beyond the power of that committee 
to move lo suspend the rliles and put it on 
its passage. 
The speaker overruled the 


point of order and the motion was secbnd- 
ed, 139 to 68. 


Tucker, o'f Va., inquired whether Kelly 


would admit an amendment to abolish 
entirely on tobacco. 


Kelly replied that the gentleman knew 


the speaker must decide' that an amend- 
ment could not be admit'ed. 
In support 


of his motion Kelly said every line of the 
bill presented had received the r pprova! 
of the senate and the committee which he 
represented. 
Therefore he believed 


while doubt and uncertainty mLrht 
vail as to tariff legislation, there was 
opportunity offered to mitigate our 
cessive revenue to the extent of $40,000,- 
000. 
It was yet probable that _the jtwo 


houses might be brought to an agreum ent 
on the tariff bill. 


Mori ison said the people were paying 


into the tieasary §80,000,000 of import 
tax under war rates, and twice $80,000,000 
in bounties to manufacturers. The inter 
nal revenue had been reduced one-half,

this, here was a bill bro :gat lo relieve 
the banking capital ot the country and 
the tobacco chewers at the expense of the 
people. It was offered here in order i to 
give a quid of tobacco to some people, 
with eveiy likelihood of their biting a 
bait. 


Dunnell said the house was now face to 


face with a policy declared in New York 
in October prior to the meeting of con- 
gress. That reduction of revenue must 
come from internal revenue, and from 
that alone must it come, and the house 
was going on wiitmg history for this 
congress to that effect.

McKmluy asseiteJ that the surplus 


revenue in the treasury could be wit.h 
safety reduced $60,000,000. Everyone ad- 
mits that whether the tariff were revised 
or not this internal revenue must be re- 
duced 
There is no statesmanship, there 


in no business sense in saying that because 
we have not finished the tariff bill we 
snail not relieve ourselves ot this burden 
of internal taxation which everybody ad- 
mits ought to be, and in time will be re 
moved. The house called the attention 
of the country to the spectacle presented 
to.day and for the last month. Day and1 
night the house has been discussing the 
taritt bill, and now comes back^the same 
old proposition of last session.^' The old 
scapegoat which had been expected to 
bear the services of the republican party 
into the wilderness.

has addresed a letter to the secietary, of 
war asking that,the president request the 
senate to appoint a committee ot its mem- 
bers to investigate the charges against^ 
this department by the senate. The sec- 
retary of war in bis reply says: "The 
duty of this department is to adminis er 
properly thelaws-pertaming to it as they 
are, and to use if necessary the means 
perscrrbed by law to s-sceitain whether or 
not imputations like those in? question 
are well founded. 
I agree witji you that 


an investigation of the truth ofltbe impu- 
tations 
must 
be had. | I can 


not concur in your views ot thf propriety 
of this department appealing loathe senate 
direct. 
It is provided by article 115, sec- 


tion 1342, revised statutes, thafra court of 
inquiry to examine into the nature of 
any transaction, or accusation, or impu 
tatioa against any officer or soldier, mav 
be ordered by the president or by any 
commanding officer, but tue leason stated 
that a court of inquiry shall never be or- 
dered by any commanding officer except 
upon the demand of the officer or soldier 
whose conduct is to be inquired into.

Swell Outfits—How Madam Dresses, 


Calls and Goes to Bed

WASHTNQTOK, D. a—We read of Cleopatra's 


reckless extravagance—how she substituted 
liquid jewels for champagne to breather lover; 
of the splendors of imperial Rome; of tlio 
magnificent profusion of Louis XIV.'s court, 
and Queen Bess with her 70(£ dresses, but all 
these pomps and vanities of the past pale be- 
fore the luxury and wealth of |the present 


Fashion seems to have exhausted itself in in- 


Tenting conceits and novelties to mark each 
succeeding wedding as more elegant and dis- 
tinguished than thd last, until baffled fancy 
retreats in despair behind severe simplicity. 


The last swell affair of this kind was noted 


for the entire absence of all floral display— 
neither marriage bell, horseshoes, three-leaf 
clover nor arches. There were no trains of 
bridesmaids carrying bouquets or baskets or 
pots of flowers. The usual regiment of ushers 
were dispensed with, and the presents were 
put away in a strongbox and no one saw them. 
There was just as much money spent, how- 
ever, in-other ways. Superb toilets, spj^ndid 
jewels, and the supper was a feast with liquids 
quite as costly and much more palatable than 
Egypt's pearl and vinegar cruet 


The lavish expenditure on some of these 


toilets is simply startling. I was in the parlors 
of a fashionable dressmaker yesterday when 
she drew me aside from the throng into a pri- 
vate apartment 
On a couch was a robe of 


shrimp-pink sUk. The glowing surface of the 
fabric was eet with clusters of a deeper rose 
color, with violet and • shades of green, seem-, 
ingly bouquets blurred as by a mist, as in chene 
patterns. It was a mass of fine pleated ruffles, 
points, puffs and puckers, through which wan- 
dered a wealth of lace. And such lace! So 
elegant in design! So marvelously wrought 
that one holds their breath with surprised de- 
light The pattern is roses. The full blown 
queen of flowers forms the scallops. The 
flower is not done flat, as in ordinary lace, lint 
each petal had been wrought separately and 
lapped over one another as in the natural flow- 
er. It was surpassingly beautiful, and ap- 
peared like flowers of frost work caught in the 
filmy web of lace. The sleeves and broad sash 
with loops and knot were formed from entire 
pieces of the lace. It seemed impossible that 
human fingers ever fashioned such marvelous 
workmanship. 


The lace alone cost 1700. The dress will b* 


worn by the wife of a representative who— 
well, he has money, an<l that ia about all. 


Some time given to observing these sumptu- 


ous things has made me curious to learn 
further concerning the style and appointments 
of those who have great wealth and spend it 
lavishly here during the social season. Al- 
though our streets are the perfection of smooth- 
ness they are terrible upon horses, and with 
late hours soon knock cattle all to pieces. 
For that reason many wealthy people prefer 
to have their carriage and horses with coach- 
man and footman in livery furnished bv the 
season from public stables. 
But a lew in 


comparison bring their own equipage here, 
and even they in hard weather employ livery 
men. 
When Lady" Thornton's horeea jand 


servants had been out all day in bad weather, 
she was such a considerate mistress that she 
employed "herdics" or other conveyances , at 
night 


One of the handsomest turnouts in town is a 


light spring landau that cost $2,800. 
It is up- 


holstered in heavy crimson satin and perfumed 
with the fair owner's favorite flower—violets. 
It ia drawn by a pair of ^'ght bays, young, 
fleet-footed creituras, wy ch $1,200. 
They 


wear a $300 gold-mounted harness and $11)0 
blankets with beautifully embroidered mono- 
grams in the corners to keep their shining coats 
from the frosty air. The man who holds the 
ribbons over them has his livery furnished and 
receives $50 a month with a stable man to help 
him. He tucks a $300 lap-robe of seal-skin 
about him and flourishes a whip that cost f 8. 


The nobby footman who opens and closes the 


carriage door, who races up and down steps 
and rings the bella, must not bear about him 
any flavor of the sUble. He receives $25 a 
month, when young and charming, and none 
other less favored will nil that post acceptably. 
His livery is also furnished by his employers. 


While these horses are being groomed, 


scraped, washed and polished, they are put in. 
harness; then they pr»nce before the door 
with the soft-cushioned, faintly-perfumed car- 
riage, ready for the lady. She enters. The 
hair-dresser's art Irea embellished her own and 
others' hair—now hers by purchase; her maid 
or a professional has polished her finger-tips 
until the nails have the appearance of tiny sea- 
Bfoells.

Mines Raining Farms;

There is an injunction now against the work, 


ing of all California hydraulic mines whiet 
run their debris into rivers the waters ot 
which find their way into the San Francisco 
bay. 
This action, which, was only secured 


after a hard legal fight, renders valueless 
nearly all the great mines in the state, into 
which millions of dollars have been put in the 
•hape of costly machinery, long tunnels/1 and 
miles on miles of flumes and ditches. The ag- 
ricultural interests of the state are so great, 
however, that no oae for a moment can ques- 
tion the justice of this measure of protection 
for the farmers. All along the rivers in the 
large valleys the rich bottom land is covered, 
in many places with a deposit of mud and 
gravel, which under the'.hot sun of California 
dries into the hardness of an adobe brick. No 
crop can be grown, for the deposit—which is 
the debris or "slickehs" from the mines, floated 
down by the swollen rivers and left here dur- 
ing the winter and spring floods—is so deep 
that it cannot be turned under. The farmer 
has no other recourse than to abandon his land 
—turn it out to old fields, as the southern 
planter used to do when he had taken the life 
out of the soil with many successive crops of 
cotton or tobacco. But the worst examples of 
this destruction are seen on the great fruit 
ranches. Here not only is the land ruined, 
but the trees, which cost a small fortune, are 
withered and dead as though the breath of a 
big forest fire had passed over them. One 
may see to-day the famous Briggs ranch, of 
more than 5,000 acres, all planted in fruit 
given over to this deadly' invasion of debris. 
Ten years ago it produced the royal income of 
$250,000 a year; to-day it ia practically worth-
